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Outline permission passed for 86 properties on land 

JOY AS HOMES TO 
REPUCE EYESORE

MORE than 80 homes will be 
built on a derelict ‘eyesore’ 
site in the heart of Oldbury af¬ 
ter plans were given the green 
light. 

Outline planning permission has 
been granted for the 86-home scheme 
on former industrial land in Mill 
Lane, near Titford Canal, overlooking 
Langley Green Park. 

It has been welcomed by ward councillors, 
who say the site has needed overhauling for 
years after a previous planning application fell 
through due to the financial crash. 

Developer Willsgrove Developments Limited 
will confirm the exact layout of the scheme at 
a later date. 

But documents submitted as part of the 
firm’s planning package have earmarked 86 
homes for the 2.3-hectare site. 

Ward councillor Bill Gavan said: “The site 
has been an eyesore for years. A planning ap¬ 
plication was granted before the economic crash 
but that didn’t go ahead. 

“I think the developers have got the funding 
so it’s going to go ahead and they are going to 
be building. 

Tidied 

“The site is close to the city with the railway 
nearby. It’s good for the area that this is going 
to be tidied up and good for Langley. 

“I think there will be affordable homes as 
well - which we need. 

“As a ward councillor I don’t see any down¬ 
sides to this at all.” 

A design and access statement submitted by 
the developer states: “The development of this 
brownfield site in the heart of Oldbury seeks to 
provide a sustainable mix of high quality new 
homes. It aims to have its own identity to cre¬ 
ate a stronger new neighbourhood, yet reflect 
local character to integrate it into the existing 
community. 

“The development proposals, while being 
indicative, offer the opportunity to create a 
safe, welcoming and accessible environment. 
Improved road links and additional footpath 
and cycle ways and outward facing houses will 
help to stitch the scheme into the surrounding 
environment.” 

A council report states about the proposal 
that has been submitted: “The site is in a poor 
condition and bringing the land into residential 
use will substantially improve the environment 
for nearby residents.” The land was cleared of 
industrial buildings in 2009/10 and works to 
include security fencing and further site clear¬ 
ance took place in 2014.

“On behalf of Sandwell Council and its res¬ 
idents I wish to express my condolences 
to Darren’s wife Caren and his family and 
offer them our support at this difficult time.”

UK's largest crane used for bridge bid 



The crane at work 


THE UK’s largest crane was at work 
in the Black Country over the Easter 
Bank holiday as Network Rail worked 
to replace one of the main bridges out 
of Wolverhampton station. 

The crane was capable of lifting up 
to 1200 tons and was a whopping 252ft- 
high. 

It was used to install a new bridge 
at Wolverhampton and used as part of 
Network Rail’s £40bn Railway Upgrade 
Plan over the Easter weekend. 

Work has also taken place at Smeth¬ 
wick Galton Bridge. A total of £5 mil¬ 
lion has been invested to replace a 


major junction at the station allowing 
trains to change tracks and routes, 
making it more reliable in the future. 

The project manager of the site said 
on Twitter: “We’re here at this major 
junction between Wolverhampton and 
Birmingham to improve reliability of 
services by replacing existing infra¬ 
structure.” Track, overhead electrical 
wires and accompanying signalling 
were also replaced. 

Martin Frobisher, route managing 
director for Network Rail, said: “On 
the Birmingham to Wolverhampton 
line, our orange army worked day and 


night to replace a complex piece of track 
which is susceptible to failure. This 
will mean better operational flexibility 
which in turn will mean improved relia¬ 
bility for passengers and more capacity 
in the area in the future.” 

The crane has previously been used 
at the Anfield Stadium in 2010, to raise 
the truss above the Main Stand as part 
of the most complex parts of the sta¬ 
dium expansion project that is set to be 
completed during the 2016/17 season. 

In 2008, the crane was also used in 
Stockton to help transform the river¬ 
side. 


Thousands in homes 
wait as 600 sold off 

AROUND 500 homes have been 
sold through the Right to Buy 
scheme in Sandwell in the past 
two years - despite more than 
6,000 people being on the wait¬ 
ing list for a council house. 

Sandwell Council says it is seeking 
to build 3,000 new homes by next year 
to ease waiting lists and to plan for a 
baby boom expected in the next dec¬ 
ade. 

The authority says 3,035 council tenants 
have requested to transfer to new homes - 
many of which council leaders claim have 
been hit by the bedroom tax. 

A Freedom of Information request re¬ 
vealed 467 households have requested to 
downsize their properties. 

But it also emerged 164 families re¬ 
quested a transfer due to ‘overcrowding’ in 
their present homes. 

Sandwell Council’s deputy leader, Coun¬ 
cillor Steve Eling, said the policy was cre¬ 
ating a ‘scandal’ over council housing. “In 
a lot of cases it’s people waiting for a period 
to see if the type of house they want comes 
up,” he said. 

Desirable 

“This isn’t 6,000 people living on the 
streets. Council houses are the most desir¬ 
able housing for people on a low income. 

The bedroom tax has been an issue for this. 

This is the stupidity of this policy. 

“Because of this waiting lists will grow 
because the number of people trying to get 
council houses will get longer.” 

The council said 491 homes were sold 
through the Right to Buy policy in the last 
two years. And the 476 households have 
lodged Right to Buy applications at the 
moment in the borough. 

Opposition UKIP councillor Philip Gar¬ 
rett said he had requested meetings with 
the council over the issue. He said around 
250 families living in his ward around 
Princes End, Tipton, were on the waiting 
list and he is demanding the authority does 
more. “Unless we are going to build more 
homes for council tenants that we are just 
going to go around in circles,” he said. 

Finance bosses at the council - which is 
facing up to crippling Government cuts - 
have pledged to invest around £10 million 
into council housing this year.

FURTHER changes will be made to 
the £1 million revamped Rowley Regis 
station car park after complaints from 
residents - just a year after a previous 
overhaul.

Halesowen and Rowley Regis MP 
James Morris and ward Councillor 
Karen Shakespeare have worked to¬ 
gether to get the transport body to bring 
about more changes. 

Councillor Shakespeare said: “I am 
delighted that after months of work 
acting on behalf of local people we have 
convinced Centro that they should in¬ 
stall an automated car count system at 
the station. 

“They have promised to do this in the 
next few months and they will work with 
Sandwell and Dudley to improve the in¬ 
frastructure outside the station. 

“Although this will not resolve all the 
problems that local residents suffer in 
our ward, hopefully it is a first step to¬ 
ward resolving issues that are caused by 
station users parking in nearby streets.”

Boy racers 
pledge as 
speeder is 
locked up 

POLICE have renewed their pledge 
to tackle street racing after a driver 
was jailed for speeding on the Black 
Country Route. 

Tejinder Singh, from Babors Field 
in Bilston, was spotted tearing along 
the A463 in a friend’s Range Rover at 
speeds approaching 90 mph. 

The 23-year-old was racing along¬ 
side a VW Golf driver back on June 
29, 2014 and, at one stage, nearly top¬ 
pled the 4x4 as he tried negotiating a 
roundabout at the junction with Over 
Field Drive. 

He was jailed for five months at 
Wolverhampton Magistrates Court 
last Monday and also disqualified 
from driving for 18 months. 

He had pleaded not guilty to driving 
dangerously, taking part in a race and 
speeding. 

A court injunction has since been 
introduced that bans ‘car cruising’ 
- including organising or promoting 
such events - anywhere in the Black 
Country. 

Chief Inspector Jed White from 
the Central Motorway Police Group, 
said: “We take street racing, or ‘car 
cruising’ very seriously: our roads are 
for the public and their safety should 
not be jeopardised by selfish drivers 
intent on using them as a personal 
drag strip. 

“We will take action and offenders 
can expect to be handed heavy fines, 
risk having their car seized or, as this 
case has shown, potentially end up 
behind bars.” 

Crackdown on 
young drinkers 

A CRACKDOWN on underage drink¬ 
ing has been launched in Sandwell. 

Sandwell’s Community Alcohol 
Partnership has been hitting the 
streets of Rowley Regis and Old Hill to 
talk to young people and giving safety 
advice. Trading standards officers 
also carried out test purchases at five 
shops with underage volunteers. 

One out of five shops visited sold 
alcohol to the underage volunteer and 
will now receive a final warning. 

Bob Charnley, manager of Sandwell 
Council’s trading standards, said: 
“The aim of test purchases is to deter 
retailers from selling to youngsters, to 
reduce anti-social behaviour and the 
problems associated with drinking 
and to protect young people from the 
potential dangers of alcohol.”

Ann and Norman Lockley tied the 
knot on March 17, 1956, and the 
couple celebrated the milestone with 
their family and friends. They de¬ 
scribed their secret to success as sim¬ 
ply being ‘always happy together.’ 

“I would say our secret is we have 
always been very happy,” Ann, aged 
81, said. “We have had our ups and 
downs like everybody else but you get 
over them. We are still as happy today 


as ever. Norman is very helpful as a 
husband. I have now got trouble with 
my back but he helps me get around.” 

They first met through a friend of 
Ann’s after being introduced to each 
other in West Bromwich and quickly 
made a connection. They went out 
together for 12 months and eventu¬ 
ally married at St John’s Church in 
West Bromwich. “We did sort of know 
we were made for each other right 
away,” added Ann. And she recalled 
their wedding day. “It was a lovely 
occasion,” she said. “We met at 20, 
got engaged at 21 and married at 22. 


But we couldn’t have a honeymoon 
in those days so we went away in the 
summer.”

Jail for freed inmate's 
lover after sex on bus 


A WOMAN who was caught having 
sex on a bus in full view of three 
young children has been jailed. 

Samantha Truslove was so excited her 
boyfriend had been released from prison 
that she couldn’t even wait until the end 
of the bus ride home before getting inti¬ 
mate with him, Dudley Magistrates Court 
was told. 

The 26-year-old was given an Asbo banning 
her from the borough in 2013 and was also in 
court charged with breaching that order after 
being drunk and abusive towards police within 
the boundaries of where she was not allowed 
to be. 

She and her former partner were turfed out 
of Blackheath after making their neighbours’ 
lives hell with their drunken behaviour. 

Truslove, of Wolverhampton Street, Dudley, 
had met up with new boyfriend Peter Walker 
on January 6 after he was released from prison, 
the court was told. 

They were on the back seat of a single-deck 
bus going through Cradley Heath when they 
were caught in the act by three schoolchildren. 

Ms Linda Gudgeon, prosecuting, told the 
court: “It was school-leaving time and two 
eight-year-old boys and a nine-year-old girl saw 
and had to have their eyes averted. One mother 
said she has had to have a discussion with her 
child about it several times since.” 

Outraging 

Truslove was jailed for 28 weeks in her ab¬ 
sence after being removed from the dock for 
shouting at district judge Graham Wilkinson. 

She pleaded guilty to outraging public de¬ 
cency and breaching her Asbo. Mr Wilkinson 
was also told how Truslove was arrested in 
Sandwell after becoming abusive towards po¬ 
lice who had stopped a van she was in. 

She had breached the terms of the Asbo sev¬ 
eral times since it was imposed in 2013, the 
court was also told. 

Walker, aged 37, also of Wolverhampton 
Street, Dudley, appeared in the dock sepa¬ 
rately. He was sent to prison for 17 weeks after 
also admitting outraging public decency. 

Mr Wilkinson told Walker: “You left prison 
on January 6 knowing that if you committed an 
offence you would go back to prison. You didn’t 
even wait until you got home to commit an of¬ 
fence. You went straight out and consumed al¬ 
cohol, had sexual intercourse in full sight of all 
people wandering by including children.”

CHURCH volunteers who were 
targeted by thieves and had thou¬ 
sands of pounds worth of gar¬ 
dening equipment stolen have 
thanked the public for their sup¬ 
port. 

Burglars targeted the friends 
group of All Saints Church grave¬ 
yard in February after using gas 
tools to cut into a garden shed and 
make off with tools. But after ap¬ 
pealing for help campaigners say 
donations and support has flooded 
in helping them to continue their 
charitable work. 


Campaigner Alan Gill, aged 64, 
said: “We had really good response 
with donations, various friends 
and people from the church have 
donated money. We don’t keep 
the tools overnight now because 
of what happened, we take them 
away when we finish our work.” 

The site contains war graves 
and is the resting place of Bag¬ 
gies legend Billy Bassett. Bassett 
served Albion for more than half 
a century, playing more than 250 
times before becoming a director 
and then chairman. It is believed 


gas cutting tools were used to 
break into the metal shed before a 
lawnmower, four hedge trimmers 
and a generator were taken, be¬ 
lieved to be worth £4,500. 

A campaign was launched 
around 18 months ago by volun¬ 
teers to tidy up the site. 

The group has since received 
more than £1,600 in donations, 
alongside a strimmer donated 
from a member of the public.

Action taken to help in diabetes battle 


NEW projects aimed at helping peo¬ 
ple at risk of developing Type 2 dia¬ 
betes is being launched in Sandwell 
and Dudley. 

They are two of 27 areas across 
the country due to begin offering 
the scheme, which included help 
with healthy eating and exercise pro¬ 
grammes. The schemes are part of 
the national NHS Diabetes Preven¬ 
tion Programme (NHS DPP). 


GPs will invite people they know 
to be at high risk to enrol for tai¬ 
lored help. There is currently al¬ 
most 100,000 people in Birmingham, 
Sandwell and Solihull with Type 2 di¬ 
abetes, which is said to be largely pre¬ 
ventable through lifestyle changes. 
Around 150,000 are thought to be at 
high risk of developing it. 

The new programme in these areas 
is being led by Birmingham South 


Central Clinical Commissioning 
Group (BSC CCG). 

Chairman Andrew Coward, who 
is also a GP in Kings Norton, said: 
“Since we started our pilot preven¬ 
tion programme a year ago, we have 
seen targeted support make signif¬ 
icant improvements to the health 
and wellbeing of our communities. 
It’s great news that similar help will 
now be available across Birmingham, 


Sandwell and Solihull.” Dr Kiran 
Patel, medical director at NHS Eng¬ 
land West Midlands, said: “Obesity 
and lifestyle-related issues have 
taken their toll on people’s health. 
Also, the complications of diabetes 
cost society and the NHS £10bn a 
year. This programme will get advice 
and practical help to a group of peo¬ 
ple who can drastically reduce their 
risk of developing the condition.” 


Sentence halved for 
dealer who hid drugs

A DRUG dealer who specialised 
in hiding class A substances in his 
backside has had his sentence al¬ 
most halved, after a ruling by top 
judges. Harras Hanif Khan, aged 
22, is said to have been part of a 
group which ran a drug dealing ring 
in the West Midlands. 

Judges heard that the conspiracy 
operated in the Wednesbury and 
West Bromwich area for 18 months. 

Khan and his co-conspirators 
cruised the streets in a fleet of VW 
and Audi cars, always with a Targe 
tub of Vaseline’ to hand on the dash¬ 
board, London’s Criminal Appeal 
Court heard. If they spotted a police 
officer, they would scoop out a hand¬ 
ful of Vaseline, rub it on their back¬ 
sides, and quickly hide their stash, a 
practice known as ‘plugging’. 

Khan was caught however, when 
police stopped his car in May 2014 
and decided to search him - because 
he looked uncomfortable. He was 
‘found to have a bag of drugs pro¬ 
truding from his backside’. 

Conspiracy 

“A large tub of Vaseline was 
found in the car, from which a large 
scoop had been removed,” Mr Jus¬ 
tice Sweeney told the court. Khan, 
of Crompton Road, Handsworth, 
was jailed for five years four months 
in May last year at Birmingham 
Crown Court, along with others. He 
pleaded guilty to conspiracy to sup¬ 
ply heroin and crack cocaine. 

But Mr Justice Sweeney, Lord 
Justice Bean and Judge David Grif¬ 
fiths Jones have now cut his sen¬ 
tence almost in half, reducing it 
to three years. His lawyers argued 
that he was unfairly sentenced more 
harshly than the other members of 
the gang, when he had been no more 
heavily involved than them. 

Mr Justice Sweeney said: “This 
conspiracy had a serious effect on 
the residents of area, making their 
lives a misery so that they were 
afraid to go outside their homes.” 

But the judge concluded: “It 
seems to us that there was no ten¬ 
able basis on which to distinguish 
Khan from the others...the sentence 
must be reduced to three years.”

After Blind Dave opened the event there was a 
mass warm-up led by Sandwell Leisure Trust - who also 
co-ordinated the whole day’s activities. 

It came the day after the Dave had finished the 
Baggies Cycle Challenge riding from Norwich to The 
Hawthorns on Saturday afternoon. The 180-mile ride 
featured members of West Brom’s charity The Albion 


Foundation which is marking its 25th anniversary. “I 
had only gone down with the intention of starting it, 
maybe doing a training run,” he said. 

“But a mate of mine was down there too and he asked 
so I ended up doing the three mile event. It is a great 
event -1 really enjoyed it. It is the jewel in the crown to 
have Sandwell Valley and Dartmouth Park.” 

Jasmine Heir, the Trust’s physical activity develop¬ 
ment officer for West Bromwich, said it has been a great 
event. “It was a fantastic day,” she said. 

“We even got the sunshine in the afternoon. 

“The whole day was such good fun and so positive. It 
was a pleasure to be involved and help the community 
come together to support such a great cause.” 


Hospital 
brings in 
extra beds 
for influx 

DOZENS of temporary beds have 
been brought in to help Sandwell’s 
main hospital cope in the wake of ad¬ 
missions over the winter. 

But hospital chiefs say they want to 
cut this number to reduce the spend 
on agency workers. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham 
Hospitals NHS Trust, which runs 
Sandwell Hospital, says it has used 60 
additional beds since January. Most 
were brought into wards which were 
closed but were reopened to help ac¬ 
commodate the influx of patients. 

Trust chief executive Toby Lewis 
said urged more work to be done 
with care homes to cut the number of 
‘avoidable emergency admissions’ to 
help stretched hospital departments. 

It comes after watchdog group 
Healthwatch Sandwell produced a 
report highlighting areas for con¬ 
cerns at the borough’s main hospital. 
Healthwatch officers visited Sandwell 
Hospital at the end of 2015, and dis¬ 
cussed concerns with 11 patients or 
carers about hospital standards. 

The report found ‘failures to pro¬ 
vide appropriate nursing care, com¬ 
munications issues regarding patients 
and family, including end of life cir¬ 
cumstances, and limitations in the 
complaints system’. 

Bosses, in a response which goes 
before Sandwell Council’s health 
scrutiny committee today, Thursday, 
say they are keen to discuss the issues 
arising from the report. 

But the trust says that there are 
no ‘safety concerns’ to come out of its 
findings. 

Work under way 
over dear-up 

WORK is under way to clear up a ne¬ 
glected Great Barr beauty spot in the 
hopes of making it more accessible. 

Campaigners had wanted Gorse 
Farm Wood nature reserve, off East- 
wood Road, to be transformed in a 
bid to help boost visitor numbers. 
Repairs are being arranged to a walk¬ 
way, known as the Broadwalk, which 
is situated over a marsh in the 15-acre 
nature reserve. 

Ward councillor Dave Hosell said a 
friends group is being revived to safe¬ 
guard the reserve’s future. 

They want to bid for funding which 
would be spent on helping clear over¬ 
grown pathways to help people access 
the site including those with disabili¬ 
ties. “It is exciting that work is getting 
going as it is something we have been 
working on with the council,” he said.

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Offenders 
weigh in 
with 4-ton 
litter pick 

FOUR tons of litter have been cleared 
from two open spaces in West Bro¬ 
mwich during a programme getting 
offenders to help out in their com¬ 
munity. Household waste, packages 
and wrappers have been bagged up 
in Hateley Heath discarded on land 
close to homes and businesses. 

Offenders sentenced to carry out 
unpaid work in the community were 
tasked with the clean up over the past 
few days. Ward councillors have wel¬ 
comed the scheme saying it will help 
improve the area to have the rubbish 
removed. The open space and walk¬ 
way at Haig Street and Church Lane 
and the open space at Lily Street were 
cleaned up following reports of rub¬ 
bish by neighbourhood police. 

Offenders, supervised by Stafford¬ 
shire and West Midlands Community 
Rehabilitation Company, put in more 
than 180 hours of unpaid work to 
clean up the rubbish. 

Ward councillor Paul Sanders said 
the scheme had proved to be a success. 

“They have cleaned the area up 
well. Local councillors and campaign¬ 
ers keep their eye on their areas. It 
is amazing how much waste can be 
picked up from the land.” 

He added: “I’m happy with this 
kind of criminal punishment. It shows 
people in the community that crimi¬ 
nals are getting their just deserts and 
hopefully will act so they wouldn’t 
want to do what they did again. 

Sgt Sarah Smyth, from Sandwell 
Police, said the scheme had been 
planned as part of the wider Safer 6 
community crackdown on crime.

Maya Ghazal, a 16-year-old, who 
studies engineering at Sandwell Col¬ 
lege, received a Star Award from The 
Children’s Society for her dedication 
to raising awareness of the horrors 
that young refugees can face. 

She has confidently spoken out at 
a number of events, including a pub¬ 
lic vigil in Birmingham in September 
2015 to remember all the refugees 


who lost their lives while searching 
for safety. The teenager received her 
national award at society’s Over the 
Rainbow event, which recognises the 
success, resilience and determination 
of young people who are involved with 
the charity. 

Lizzy Bell, a project worker at The 
Children’s Society’s MY-Place in 
Birmingham who nominated Maya 
for her award, said: “Maya deserves 
formal recognition of her selfless de¬ 
termination to help others, during a 
time when she herself was experienc¬ 
ing huge difficulties.”

Work begins on making 
council homes warmer 


WORK has begun on improving 
hundreds of council homes across 
Sandwell which will aim to keep 
families warmer and bring down 
heating bills. 

Properties are being improved in Tip- 
ton, Wednesbury, Rowley Regis and the 
Yew Tree estate in West Bromwich. 

Most of the homes were built more than half 
a century ago and are in need of sprucing up. 

The changes are being rolled out following 
a pilot on the Hamstead estate in Great Barr 
and form part of Sandwell Council’s £75 mil¬ 
lion homes project, with the work being carried 
out by contractors Lovell, VINCI Facilities and 
Wates Living Space. 

Outside wall insulation is being fitted to 
make homes warmer and more energy efficient 
and it is hoped families will make savings on 
heating bills, and also benefit from reduced 
condensation and lower noise levels. 

Structural problems which may have de¬ 
veloped over the years will also be repaired as 
part of the project. Sandwell Council’s housing 
boss Councillor Paul Moore said the changes 
would make a big difference to families. He 
said: “Tenants have been providing extremely 
positive feedback about the difference these im¬ 
provements are making to their homes. 

Delighted 

“Historically, these homes have been cold 
and hard to heat but the benefit of extra in¬ 
sulation is felt as soon as the work is done.” 
Carl Yale, partnering manager at Lovell, said: 
“We’re delighted with the amount of difference 
we’ve been able to make to these homes. 

“Although they were not designed as long¬ 
term housing solutions, residents have under¬ 
standably become very attached to their homes 
and we’re pleased to be able to bring them right 
up to standard, they look great inside and out.” 

Other home improvements are being carried 
out across the borough, which include kitchens 
and bathrooms, heating systems and roofs ei¬ 
ther being replaced or upgraded. 

Finance bosses at the council - which is fac¬ 
ing up to crippling Government cuts - have 
pledged to invest around £10 million into 
council housing this year. The council has 
also committed to buying properties on new 
developments from house builders to allow it 
to expand its housing stock. It was reported in 
January that more than 6,000 people are cur¬ 
rently waiting for a council house in Sandwell. 


A clear improvement for tenants

A £3 MILLION scheme is being 
rolled out to replace windows at 
the homes of thousands of council 
tenants across Sandwell. 

Sandwell is working with two 
contractors Lovell and VINCI Fa¬ 
cilities to replace all single glazed 
windows in council homes. 

The windows will be replaced 
double-glazed windows in a bid to 
reduce fuel bills for tenants. 

Around 9,500 windows are set 
to be fitted this year and teams 


are now installing up to 150 win¬ 
dows a week. One tenant whose 
windows are being replaced is 83- 
year old Norman Blewitt, from Ivy 
Road, in Tipton. 

Mr Blewitt, said: “I used to 
have problems with condensation 
and the odd draught on really cold 
days but the new windows down¬ 
stairs have sorted that out. 

“They seem to be keeping the 
heat in better and the sound out. 
I’ve been here in this house for 53 


years and I’m absolutely thrilled 
with the changes.” 

Sandwell councillor Paul Moore, 
said: “One of the most frequent 
enquiries we get from tenants is 
to replace single-glazed windows 
with double-glazed. We’re doing 
this work because people tell us 
it’s important to them.” 

The scheme is targeting homes 
not in high-rise blocks or covered 
by the council’s separate internal 
improvements programme. 
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Career crook jailed 
for latest thefts 

A PROFESSIONAL thief with a stag¬ 
gering 232 previous convictions has 
been jailed following his latest crime. 

Kevin Osborne racked up his 125th 
and 126th thefts when he stole two 
Dyson vacuum cleaners, Dudley Mag¬ 
istrates Court heard. District judge 
Graham Wilkinson told Osborne, aged 
44, that he had a ‘truly appalling re¬ 
cord’ and that the only way for him 
to learn was by being sent to prison. 
The court heard Osborne had struck 
in Cardiff, Leicester, and Grimsby. 

Osborne, of Corporation Street, Bir¬ 
mingham, was jailed for 48 weeks.

Darren, Black Country 
through and through 


DAVID COSGROVE highlights 
tributes paid to council lead¬ 
er Darren Cooper by people 
across the political spectrum 

‘HE was Black Country through 
and through.’ Just one of the heart¬ 
felt tributes paid to Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil leader Councillor Darren Coop¬ 
er after his sudden death over the 
weekend. 

The impact of the much-loved politi¬ 
cian is clear in the deluge of messages 
that have been written following his sud¬ 
den passing. 

People from across the political spectrum in 
the West Midlands joined former Labour Party 
leaders Ed Miliband, Gordon Brown and Tony 
Blair in paying tribute to Councillor Cooper, 
52, who led the borough’s authority for nearly 
seven years. 

Many suggested he was destined for even 
greater things. 

West Bromwich West MP Adrian Bailey said 
he had ‘no doubt’ Councillor Cooper was on 
track to be elected as an MP in the future or 
become metro mayor of the new West Mid¬ 
lands Combined Authority. 

Standout 

Mr Blair said the council leader was ‘one of 
Labour’s most committed and passionate local 
government leaders of the last twenty years’. 

Current Labour leader Jeremy Corbyn said: 
“His experience, charisma and leadership will 
be sorely missed. Darren’s contribution to 
Sandwell and the Black Country is immeas¬ 
urable. A councillor for nearly 25 years and 
leader of Sandwell Council since 2009, he was 
one of the most important Labour leaders in 
Britain. He was a huge talent - he fought for 
Labour values to get the best for the people 
that he served so diligently in Sandwell.” 

Baggies fan Councillor Cooper’s close friend 
and deputy, Steve Eling, said there were nu¬ 
merous standout moments of his Sandwell 
Council leadership, which began in 2009.

He explained that these included his efforts 
to create new jobs for young people in the 
borough as part of the Sandwell Guarantee 
scheme; helping open three new leisure cen¬ 
tres under his tenure; and keeping frontline 
services safe despite crippling Government 
cuts. 

Other highlights of Councillor Cooper’s 
leadership included overseeing the New 
Square shopping development in West Brom¬ 
wich and the central role of Sandwell in the 
new Combined Authority. 

Councillor Cooper served on the authority 
since May 1991 in the Soho and Victoria ward. 

Councillor Eling, who has now stepped into 
the role as leader, said: “Darren was extremely 
well-respected across the whole of the West 
Midlands. 

“He has overseen a lot of success in Sandwell 
at an incredibly difficult time of massive 


budget cuts. He also played a big role working 
with other leaders around the WMCA. His loss 
is just massive. 

“I’m personally struggling to come to terms 
with the shock and so is everyone else I’ve spo¬ 
ken to. 

“Although he’s been the leader since late 
2009 he never became aloof and has always 
been the same old Darren everybody knows 
and loves.” 

Oldbury ward Councillor Mahboob Hus¬ 
sain said he and Councillor Cooper ‘were like 
brothers’ and he was devastated by the news. 
“I have lost somebody that will never be re¬ 
placed,” he said. “It’s a difficult time for all 
of us.” 

Mr Bailey, who first met Councillor Cooper, 
a father-of-three, 25 years ago, said: “This is 
going to leave a massive gap in public life in 
the area and is a tragedy for his family. I have 


no doubt that he would’ve gone on to be either 
metro mayor or an MP in years to come. 

“I would sum up Darren by saying he loved 
public service, he loved politics and he loved 
the Black Country. 

“He was Black Country through and 
through. Darren was a man of the people who 
had tSents that set him apart. 

“My heartfelt condolences go to his family 
at what must be an incredibly difficult time 
for them.” 

Councillor Cooper hosted numerous big 
names from the Labour Party during his ten¬ 
ure, including the likes of Yvette Cooper and 
Ed Miliband. 

He also served as chairman of the West Mid¬ 
lands Police and Crime Panel. 

The region’s Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner David Jamieson said: “Darren Cooper 
cared deeply about the people of Sandwell and 
the West Midlands. 

“His passing is both a shock and a terrible 
loss. He was a big personality who will be 
sorely missed. 

“He was a friend and as chair of the West 
Midlands Police and Crime Panel consistently 
gave me invaluable support in my role.” 

A statement released by Councillor Cooper’s 
beloved West Bromwich Albion said: “We are 
all shocked and saddened to hear of this news. 

“Darren was a huge Baggies fan and a famil¬ 
iar presence at The Hawthorns. 

“His passion for the club equalled his pas¬ 
sion for serving the local community and our 
condolences and thoughts are with his wife 
and family.” 

Black Country Chamber of Commerce pres¬ 
ident Ninder Johal said: “Darren was a true 
public servant who saw not only the local pic¬ 
ture but also the bigger regional picture. 

“He was able to say things that others 
wouldn’t. 

“Despite the public perception of him being 
left leaning he was also a big supporter of 
business and the economy. He will be truly 
missed.” 

Black Country legend ‘Blind Dave’ Heeley 
said it was a ‘pleasure to call him a friend’. 
“I’m stunned. Darren was a nice chap, we had 
a great relationship. He was a people’s man 
and the right man for leader. He is going to 
be a very hard act to follow.”

Then the stresses 
of later life can be addressed 
and hopefully life expec¬ 
tancy can increase. 

Being a cynic, and on 
what I have experienced, 
I do not see the average 
teacher taking too well at 
being told how to do their 
job. 

Still, it should not take 
a £10m scheme to find the 
problem, just commitment 
where it matters.

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New police custody suite 
gets its official launch 


A MODERN custody suite 
costing millions of pounds 
has been officially launched 
by West Midlands Police. 

Police bosses celebrated the 
launch of the facility in Oldbury 
which has now become fully oper¬ 
ational. 

It has been lauded as a huge step-up 
for custody policing in the area and 
will greatly improve the efficiency of 
dealing with criminal suspects. 

The suite contains 60 cells, complete 
with interview rooms and state-of-the- 
art technology, and custody hub at the 
centre of the building. 

Chief Constable Dave Thompson 
said: “I am really pleased to have been 
able to open this facility. 

“We have been trying to conduct 
modern policing in what are essen¬ 
tially out-dated blocks with limited 
space. On many occasions we end up in 
a bottleneck situation with not enough 
space to cater for demand. 

Efficient 

“Now we have a purpose-built fa¬ 
cility in which we will never need to 
hold up processing. The standard of 
this suite is absolutely fantastic and it 
will allow us to run a much more effi¬ 
cient service. The speed with which we 
can deal with detainees will increase, 
meaning officers can spend more time 
on the streets. 

“However fantastic the suite is 
though it’s not a great place to spend 
time in and as well as a place to ques¬ 
tion and investigate offenders we now 
have the space to work with those in 
our care to try to prevent the cycle of 
offending.” 

The custody suite has been three 
years in the planning and took two 
years to build. It features two floors, 
the ground being where the 60 cells 
are housed, spread across five wings, 
and also interview rooms.

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Confusion over council rent charges

COMMUNITY groups have been ‘left 
in tears’ after fears they are going to 
be charged double to use council-run 
parks and buildings. 

Walsall Council has introduced a 
new charge for people to hire out its 
facilities which is £12 per hour for a 
minimum of two hours - twice the rate 
community groups usually pay. 

The authority declared the rate only 
applied to organisations who wanted 
to hire facilities for a ‘commercial’ 
purpose stating existing users would 
not be affected. 

But because the move has been done 
without consultation groups have been 
left confused by the new rate and left 


concerned they will be priced out of 
using the facilities. While some have 
said officers have specifically informed 
their rates were to be doubled only to 
be told later that was a ‘miscommuni- 
cation’. 

Councillor Sean Coughlan said those 
using Willenhall Memorial Park had 
contacted him: “The council has intro¬ 
duced this new commercial rate which 
means people are effectively paying 
double. In Willenhall they have a very 
active friends group as well as the 
church group who use the building. 

“They all do a lot of voluntary work. 
They said they have been told the 
rent is going to be doubled. There has 


been no consultation they have just 
been told this is what they are going 
to have. This has really upset people. 
There needs to be more clarification 
about who falls into this new cate¬ 
gory.” 

Natasha Griffiths, who works in 
the cafe at Willenhall Memorial Park 
added: “We had a meeting last week 
and some people were specifically told 
their rents increased between 50 and 
100 per cent. They later said that was 
a miscommunication. I just think the 
council has handled this badly.” 

Walsall Council has once again 
stated that existing users will not see 
rents doubled.

The Emirates A380 aircraft lands safely at Birming¬ 
ham Airport following its test flight 


THE world’s biggest airliner has arrived in Birmingham 
and begun daily flights. Civic dignitaries joined executives 
from airline Emirates to celebrate the landmark Easter 
event - the first time one of the giant double-deckerAirbus 
A380s will operate from the West Midlands airport. 

It follows major investment by Birmingham Airport in 
lengthening its runway and even building a £1 million new 
air bridge specially designed so passengers can get off both 
decks of the Airbus at the same time. And travellers are 
already voting with their feet - and their wallets - snapping 
up tickets to fly on the new aircraft. 

All the 615 seats on board were sold for Sunday and Mon¬ 
day’s flights, with just a handful left for the first two weeks 
the Airbus is in service from Birmingham. 

It will be flying every lunchtime, taking passengers to 
Emirates giant airport hub in Dubai, with many flying on 
to other destinations around the world. 

Airport boss Paul Kehoe said: “This is a great vote of 
confidence in the Midlands. Emirates are spending nearly 
£290 million - with this move. That’s what it costs to buy 
one of these planes, even before all the added extras that 
Emirates put in.” 


Dozens of 
homes set 
to go up at 
eyesore site 


MORE than 80 homes will be built on a dere¬ 
lict ‘eyesore’ site in the heart of Oldbury after 
plans were given the green light. 

Outline planning permission has been granted for 
the 86-home scheme on former industrial land in 
Mill Lane near Titford Canal, overlooking Langley- 
Green Park. 


It has been welcomed by 
ward councillors who say 
the site has needed over¬ 
hauling for years, after a 
previous planning applica¬ 
tion fell through due to the 
financial crash. Developer 
Willsgrove Developments 
Limited will confirm the 
exact layout of the scheme 
at a later date. But docu¬ 
ments submitted as part of 
the firm’s planning package 
have earmarked 86 homes 
for the 2.3 hectare site. 

Ward councillor Bill 
Gavan said: “The site has 
been an eyesore for years. 
A planning application was 
granted before the eco¬ 
nomic crash but that didn’t 
go ahead and it’s been an 
eyesore ever since. I think 
the developers have got the 
funding so it’s going to go 
ahead and they are going to 
be building.

“The site is close to the 
city with the railway nearby. 

“It’s good for the area 
that this is going to be tidied 
up and good for Langley. I 
think there will be afforda¬ 
ble homes as well which we 
need. As a ward councillor I 
don’t see any downsides to 
this at all.” 

A design and access state¬ 
ment submitted by the 
developer states: “The de¬ 
velopment of this brownfield 
site in the heart of Oldbury 
seeks to provide a sustaina¬ 
ble mix of high quality new 
homes. 

“It aims to have its own 
identity to create a stronger 
new neighbourhood, yet re¬ 
flect local character to in¬ 
tegrate it into the existing 
community.”

Mark Dabbs was told by friends that his 
plan was ‘sheer lunacy’ but persisted in the 
hope that one day he could say ‘the Sad¬ 
dlers have conquered the moon’. 

In all, 12 astronauts completed moon-walks, 
eight of who are still alive and Mark has already 
‘scarfed’ six of them. He said: “I’m a Black Coun¬ 
try football fan with an ambition that’s simply 


out of this world. I am on a quest to bestow 
the handful of astronauts who have walked the 
moon’s surface with Walsall FC scarves.” 

Buzz Aldrin, Neil Armstrong, Alan Bean, Eu¬ 
gene Cernan, Pete Conrad, Charles Duke, James 
Irwin, Edgar Mitchell, Harrison ‘Jack’ Schmitt, 
David Scott, Alan Shepherd and John Young are 
the 12 astronauts who have walked on the moon. 

Mr Dabbs claims Aldrin was the first of the 
six to become a Saddlers fan and he has since 
been joined by Bean, Cernan, Duke, Mitchell 
and Scott. He is now tracking down the final two 
moonwalkers, John Young and Jack Schmitt, to 
complete his unusual collection. 


Irwin, Armstrong, Scott and Conrad all passed 
away before Mr Dabbs had the chance to drape 
them with his now famous Saddlers scarf. 

But it’s not just astronauts Mr Dabbs has 
been after as he released a book last year enti¬ 
tled ‘Travels With My Scarf where he travelled 
around the world attempting to convert famous 
celebrities into Saddlers fans.

£3.2m to help 


MORE than £3 million will be spent 
on helping victims of crime, the West 
Midlands Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner has announced. 

The region’s PCC David Jamieson 
has agreed a new £3.2m funding pack¬ 
age to support victims of crime. The 
cash will be spent on several schemes 
across the West Midlands that the 
Commissioner said will help him 
achieve the key parts of the Police and 
Crime Plan. 

They include a £59,078 grant for 
Crisis Point, a service giving practical 
and emotional support to victims of 
sexual abuse in Walsall and Wolver¬ 


hampton. There will also be a £50,000 
grant to West Midlands IDVA Service, 
which supports high-risk victims and 
survivors of domestic violence. 

And Victim Support will receive 
just over £lm to support all victims of 
crime at first assessment. Victim Sup¬ 
port helps up to 23,000 victims a year 
in the West Midlands. Across the coun¬ 
try the group has around 1,100 staff 
across England and Wales. 

Much of their work is to support 
and guide our 3,000 volunteers who do 
most of the work of supporting victims 
and some witnesses. A £lm grant will 
be given to Birmingham Youth Prom-

ise employment scheme. The knife bin 
scheme run by West Midlands Police 
will receive £10,000, with the aim to 
get a bin in each authority area. 

Hawk Construction is to get £20,000

Among others, the 
funds will benefit victims of domes¬ 
tic violence, those who have suffered 
sexual abuse and businesses that have 
been hit by cyber crime.

The evidence for this claim can be 
seen with these photographs by ama¬ 
teur photographer William Gray. 

Using his Sony SLT A77 Mark 2, 
keen photographer William, aged 61 
from Harborne, visits the park around 
three to four times a month and com¬ 
bines his love of wildlife with his pho¬ 
tography hobby. In these pictures, he 
has captured foxes and an owl. 

William said: “I’m a keen bird 
watcher and since retiring have tried 
to become more involved in mixing 
photography and wildlife. 

“I’m by no means an expert but 
thoroughly enjoy taking pictures of 
all kinds of animals, and at Sandwell 
Valley there is plenty to photograph. 

Positioned 

“I’ve seen the pair of foxes before 
around the same early evening time. 
They make a great picture positioned 
just before the sun is setting. 

“Taking a picture of the owl was 
by pure chance. I was walking by and 
could see something moving in the 
hole, I looked a bit closely and the owl 
was peacefully resting there. I really 
enjoy Sandwell Valley Park Farm, 
there is so much to do and see. It’s 
quite surprising how beautiful it is 
considering the industrial nature of 
its surroundings.” 

In January at least two rare species 
of bird, the smew and oystercatcher, 
were spotted at the nature reserve fol¬ 
lowing the unusually wet and warm 
winter.

FOCUS ON SMETHWICK AND BEARWOOD 


Chiefs in pledge on drive 
to tackle air pollution 


BOSSES at Sandwell Council insist they are 
working hard to bring down emissions levels 
on the borough’s busiest roads, including at 
Bearwood hotspots. 

A study two years ago suggested toxic fumes were 
putting people’s health at risk in 11 traffic hotspots. 
Recommended levels of nitrogen dioxide were being 


exceeded in these areas. 

It sparked fears about the 
impact the levels of pollu¬ 
tion in the air are having on 
people’s health but council 
bosses stressed that they 
are taking action to try and 
bring levels down. 

A further detailed study 
has been carried out along 
Bearwood Road - one of the 
areas that is of most concern 
- to try and tackle the issue 
there. An ‘ivy wall’ has also 
been installed at Bearwood 
Primary School to try and 
absorb some of the pollution 
in the air. Bosses also said 
they were hopeful emis¬ 
sion-spouting buses would 
be upgraded soon and that 
they were looking at ways 
to ease congestion along the 
busy Bearwood Road. 

Roads that were above the 
limit in 2014 included the 
All Saints Way/Expressway 
and Trinity Way/Kenrick 
Way areas in West Brom¬ 
wich, Oldbury Ringway and 
Birmingham Road in Old¬ 
bury, Bearwood and Gorsty 
Hill in Blackheath.

leader Darren Cooper said 
experts were working hard 
to keep the air clean in the 
borough. 

He said: “Improving air 
quality in Sandwell is a key 
part of our work to improve 
public health. Every council 
is required by law to review 
and assess air quality in its 
area. Defra praised our air 
quality report, which re¬ 
lated to 2014, as an example 
of best practice. 

“Sandwell is one of seven 
councils of the Defra-funded 
West Midland Low Emis¬ 
sion Towns and Cities Pro¬ 
gramme. The four Black 
Country boroughs are cur¬ 
rently consulting on pro¬ 
posed air quality planning 
guidelines. 

“This means developers 
and applicants having to 
think more about things like 
travel, sustainable transport 
and electric charging points 
for ‘green’ vehicles.”

Taxi drivers hit out 
at bus lane cameras 



SANDWELL’S first bus lane 
cameras will be installed 
to capture motorists using 
lanes illegally through West 
Bromwich. 

But private hire taxi drivers 
have hit out the move saying it 
causes ‘discrimination’ between 
cab drivers as Hackney Carriag¬ 
es will still be allowed to use the 
lane. 

Council officials want to enforce a 
ban on the stretch of New Street out¬ 
side Sandwell College’s Central Sixth 
campus with CCTV cameras. 

Around 3,000 cars have been using 
New Street, past Sandwell College’s 
Central Sixth campus. 

Sandwell Council wants to enforce a 
ban already in place and say the cam¬ 
eras will deter motorists flouting the 
ban. The new proposal will see only 
Hackney Carriages allowed through 
the zone on New Street, in a move 
cabinet member for highways and 
environment councillor Maria Cromp¬ 
ton has described as ‘best for public 
safety’. 

Congestion 

She said: “I believe that Hackney 
Carriages entering the bus only street 
can do so without significantly increas¬ 
ing the number of cars that add to the 
congestion, which isn’t the case for 
private hire vehicles. 

“There are fewer Hackney Carriages 
in comparison, and private hire vehi¬ 
cles have the advantage of a pre-book¬ 
ing system where they can pick up 
customers from any point, rather than 
use the taxi ranks assigned for Hack¬ 
ney Carriages. Pedestrian use of the 
town is also increasing following the 
opening of the Sixth Form College, 
the letting of new retail units in New 
Square and the completed refurbish¬ 
ment of Queens Square. 

“The safety of the public has been 


the main factor in this decision, so ve¬ 
hicle traffic should only be permitted 
to travel through the bus and cycle 
only lane if the benefits to the public 
outweigh the many disadvantages of 
additional through traffic. Permitting 
Hackney Carriages only is the absolute 
right decision.” 

Andrew Cashmore, aged 46, has 
been involved in the taxi industry for 
18 years and owner of Andy’s Cars 
West Bromwich for the last seven. 

“He said: “It’s complete discrimina¬ 
tion against private hire firms, there’s 


no way around it. They say this is for 
the benefit of the public, but they are 
the ones that are going to be directly 
affected by this decision. 

“Through no fault of our own taxi 
fairs will increase for customers, which 
could long term have a huge detrimen¬ 
tal affect and drive custom away.” 

“Dudley taxis are allowed to use bus 
lanes. 

“All this is going to is increase fairs, 
journey times and make it more diffi¬ 
cult for the customer. I will be appeal¬ 
ing this decision.”

Book offering a glimpse of everyday 
life from city's past, is no accident 


PEOPLE knocked down on 
their way to work, falling 
from ladders and boilers 
exploding - just some of 
the bizarre accidents from 
the 19th century included 
in a new book. 

The novel is the work of Jane 
Smith, aged 69, from Perton, 
who has a keen interest in lo¬ 
cal history. 

Three-and-a-half years ago 
someone asked her if there was an¬ 
ything apart from her usual area of 
expertise - Worfield in Shropshire 
- that she would like to study. 
She replied that she would like to 
study accidents and the seed of her 
book was sown. Her book is titled 
Accidents: Nineteenth Century 
Accidents In Wolverhampton, and 
Jane explained why she wanted to 
write it. 

“Accidents happen to ordinary 
people, on an ordinary day, in an 
ordinary town,” she said, “And 
when they do, the description of 
what happened is recorded and 


MEMORY LANE

provides a snapshot of life as it was. 
It tells of people knocked down on 
their way to work, of cows stuck 
in shops, of steam boilers explod¬ 
ing. This is history up close - we 
are like eavesdroppers on people’s 
lives.” 

The book on accidents in Wolver¬ 
hampton is more than 500 pages 
long and is being stocked by Am¬ 
azon. 

She said: “My interest is not in 
the accident per se, but in the light 
the accident throws on everyday 
life. Such as the story of the lamp¬ 
lighter who was up a ladder light¬ 
ing a gas lamp when the ladder was 
caught by a passing donkey cart. 
That is the story of a non-fatal acci¬ 
dent which creates a strong visual 
image of a time gone by. 

“Then there was Mrs Burrows, 
aged 70, minding her own business 
on Snow Hill in 1841 when two 
butchers from Birmingham were 


racing up the hill on their way 
home. 

“One of them knocked Mrs Bur¬ 
rows over and killed her, but the 
riders weren’t held to blame, the 
horse was, and a fine was duly 
placed on him or her.” 

The 19th century was a time of 
great change in manufacturing, 
transport and housing, said Jane, 
and with those changes came chal¬ 
lenges, which often translated into 
people making mistakes. Jane said: 

“Sometimes people didn’t under¬ 
stand the technology, they took 
risks, such as at Rough Hills Pit in 
1861, when the head engineer was 
notified that there was a leak in a 
boiler. 

“But rather than taking the 
boiler out of service for a proper 
repair, the head engineer fills the 
crack with wooden wedges and 
hemp and the boiler is put back 
into work. The explosion kills two 
men immediately.

Marcella faces a deadly 
blast from the past 


I n 2014, the Swedish-Danish crime 
thriller The Bridge began a run on 
BBC Four. 

Fans of the series may be 
interested to know that its creator, 
Hans Rosenfeldt, is also the man 
behind this new drama, his first 
British project. 

“Turin is a city in the north of Italy 
that I don’t know much about, but it 
was there that Marcella was born,” 
reveals Rosenfeldt. “I was there to 
talk about The Bridge, and my 
thoughts on the remakes that have 
been made. It’s there that I met TV 
executive Nicola Larder. 

“Later, at a very nice dinner, she 
said she had an idea about a police 
series set in London, where we 
meet the protagonist at her lowest 
ebb, having just been left by her 
husband, with her kids away at 
boarding school and a serial killer 
from the past reappearing. Would I 
be interested in developing it 
further? The answer to that, as 
you’ve probably guessed, was yes.” 
Of course, cops on the edge aren’t 


exactly a rarity - in fact, millions of 
us have recently been gripped by 
the second series of Happy Valley, in 
which Sarah Lancashire played 
Catherine Cawood, a police 
sergeant still somehow picking 
herself up and carrying on with her 
life despite being repeatedly hit by its 
slings and arrows, including a 
psychopath determined to grind her 
down from inside his prison cell. 

Here, the action takes place in 
London rather than West Yorkshire, 
and focuses on Marcella Backland, 
played by Anna Friel. 

When we first meet her, Marcella 
is heartbroken by the break-up of 
her marriage and needs a new 
purpose. As a result, she returns to 
the police career she gave up 10 
years previously, and throws herself 
into her work with the Met’s Murder 
Squad to stop herself falling apart. 

Her first case involves a serial killer 
whose raison d’etre appears to be the 
same of a murderer she was trying to 
find in 2005. Has he started a new 
killing spree, or have the crimes been 
committed by a copycat? 


‘Anna Friel was the only actress I 
had in my head,” says Larder. “I’d 
worked with her briefly and I knew 
she was this incredibly powerful 
method actress. And I’d missed her 
- she hasn’t been in the UK for a 
while. She’s the right age for this 
character and emotionally she just 
lets herself go into a part. 

“Thankfully her first meeting with 
us went really well. I felt she had 
plugged herself into mine and 
Hans’s bodies and she understood 
this character from the inside out.” 

Larder also claims that it still ‘feels 
fresh” to have a female lead 
character in a major drama series, 
despite many examples of that 
happening, including in the 
aforementioned Happy Valley, as 
well as the likes of Scott and Bailey 
and, of course, the mighty Prime 
Suspect. 

She also neglects to mention the 
Nordic flavour brought to the BBC’s 
River by Stellan Skarsgard, but we’ll 
forgive her these omissions if 
Marcella lives up to its promise.

New lease 
of life for 
updated 
SEAT Ibiza 

By John Griffiths 

It’s a sign of the times that SEAT has tagged 
one of its smallest (in terms of capacity) en¬ 
gines with its sporty ‘FR’ model designation. 

But this isn’t any old three cylinder, 999cc petrol 
unit - it’s one of a new generation of small but highly 
efficient engines where, on demand, turbo charging 
makes up for the lack of cubic centimetres but gives 
one litre economy when you’re cruising or crawling. 

At first sight it doesn’t seem that much has changed - the 
sculpted side panels in particular make it instantly recognis¬ 
able as a descendant of one of the most popular small cars 
on our roads. But look more closely and you see the bonnet 
and boot lines have been cleaned up, and you might notice 
the new range of colours too. 

But it’s under the skin where SEAT has spent its develop¬ 
ment money, with more efficient engines and a significant 

- and long awaited - upgrade to the interior which will help 
the Ibiza compete with Johnny-come-lately rivals. 

The test model was a 1.0 litre Eco TSi with 110Ps on tap 

- pretty effective in a small car but also aided by a whole 
200Nm of torque thanks to the turbo, so power is delivered 
more evenly and from lower revs. 

It was coupled to the Audi VW Group’s excellent DSG au¬ 
tomatic gearbox, with seven electronically controlled ratios 
to ensure you’re always in the most efficient ratio for accel¬ 
eration or economy, depending on your right foot. You can, 
of course, also change gear manually using the gearstick 
sequentially or via the up/down paddles behind the steering 
wheel. For me that’s useful to limit speed on a steep de¬ 
scent, or you take full control on a twisty stretch of road, but 
for the most part the auto system is both rapid and respon¬ 
sive enough for you to leave it doing its job. 

That addition of DSG partly explains the £16,140 price tag 
for this test model, but worth it if you’re an auto fan or fed up 
with pumping your clutch foot up and down in traffic. And it 
comes without the power and economy drawbacks of older 
auto transmissions. 

But FR also denotes of the highest, and the sportiest, 
trim levels so it also comes with extra standard equipment 
including the distinctive twin exhausts, sports front seats, 
unique 16-inch alloys with low profile tyres, sports suspen¬ 
sion, automatic headlights and wipers, cruise control and, of 
course, a sports style flat-bottomed steering wheel. 

There are three other FR engine options, two 1.4 turbo 
diesels with 90 and 105PS respectively, and the flagship 1.4 
TSI with 150PS on tap. 

Lively 

Compared to normally aspirated, and in many cases 
smaller one litre cars, the FR’s turbo makes it feel lively from 
the moment you set off, and according to official figures 
60mph comes up in an impressive 9.3 seconds. 

Line up for an overtake and the DSG system rapidly re¬ 
sponds by changing down one or two gears to get you 
quickly and safely past. Unless you’re pressing on, and with 
the availability of that higher, seventh gear, the engine is 
barely audible and you’re more likely to notice some back¬ 
ground noise from the wide, low profile tyres. 

According to official laboratory tests, the 1.0 FR is capa¬ 
ble of averaging 64.2mpg - and a low, tax-saving 102g/km 
of C02 - but in real world driving and traffic conditions the 
test car returned a still creditable 50mpg. 

The sports suspension doesn’t result in a harsh ride, but 
what it does very well is to sharpen up the Ibiza’s handling. 
It’s quick to turn in and holds its line even through bumpy 
corners which help to make it a fun and rewarding car to 
drive. The brakes are smooth and powerful too. 

Interior and load space of just short of 300 litres haven’t 
changed, but the Ibiza is quite capable of accommodating 
four in comfort, with the five doors of the test model making 
access to the rear easier than in three-door versions. 

It’s in the interior where the major changes have taken 
place. It feels much higher quality, with switchgear from Ib- 
ia’s big brother, the Leon, and a centre colour touchscreen 
controlling a range of functions. There’s also a driver infor¬ 
mation display between the two principal instruments. 

The test car was also kitted out with a number of extras in¬ 
cluding a first class upgraded sound system £155), climate 
control (as opposed to standard aircon) at £320 and rear 
parking sensors at £220. For £725 the car was also show¬ 
casing one of the most sophisticated and comprehensive 
communications, entertainment and media set-ups availa¬ 
ble in any small car, all controlled via a central touch screen. 

Features include a three-dimensional navigation system 
with voice control, Bluetooth, MP3 and CD player, SEAT’S 
‘Full Link’ system consisting of Mirrorlink, Apple CarPlay 
and Android Auto, capable of integrating with smart phone 
functions. As with its efficient engines and sharper styling, 
this technological wizardry shows the competent little Ibiza 
has undergone more than a facelift. It’s given the car a new 
lease of life to broaden its appeal and tackle the competition 
head on.

The name Baleno is not a new one for Suzuki. 
The Japanese marque introduced its original 
Baleno back in 1995 as a bigger brother to 
the Swift supermini. 

Underneath the three-door hatchback, four-door 
saloon or estate bodyshell was a stretched Swift plat¬ 
form with certain engines shared. Although it was 
axed way back in 2002 and not exactly missed, Su¬ 
zuki have still decided to resurrect the name. 

In a way, it’s quite fitting. Although the new car is undoubt¬ 
edly more interesting to look at than its predecessor, it offers 
much of the same. 

The key selling points are a competitive price and plenty 
of space inside for both passengers and their luggage. Like 
the original, it does this by being noticeably larger than the 
Swift and therefore other vehicles within the supermini class. 
Unlike the Nineties version, there’s plenty of new compo¬ 
nentry that makes the new Baleno a serious competitor in 
the supermini segment. 

There are a couple of engine options in the Baleno; Su- 
zuki’s existing 1.2-litre ‘DUALJET’ four cylinder engine with 
90PS or a new ‘BOOSTERJET’ 1.0-litre three cylinder pow- 
erplant with 112PS. 


Power 

The 1.2-litre option comes with a mild hybrid system that 
uses a combined starter and generator to harvest electrical 
energy when the Baleno slows. Not only can this charge 
the battery and start the engine, it can also add additional 
power when pulling away from a standstill. This promises to 
bring a useful improvement in both economy and emissions 
figures. 

As you may have guessed from the name, the ‘BOOST¬ 
ERJET’ motor is yet another downsized turbocharged pow- 
erplant. While it may lack the hybrid system of the 1 . 2 , clever 
management of the turbocharger means it shouldn’t be too 
far behind, even though it will offer significantly more per¬ 
formance. While Suzuki do talk of ‘superior driving perfo- 
mance’, the Baleno is unlikely to be set up for B-road blast¬ 
ing. 

With the Swift such a fun little car, the focus will be very 
much on ride comfort and refinement to ensure the Baleno 
appeals to a very different audience. 

Compared to the Swift, the Baleno is longer, wider yet 
lower. This gives it a much less upright look although you’d 
never call it sleek. 

There is an attractive feature line that rises from the head¬ 
light, over the front wing before dropping down and slowly 
climbing to meet the window line. Up front there’s a bold 
grille with a large Suzuki ‘S’ logo while the rear is not quiteas 
adventurous. 

Expect trim levels to be similar to the Swift. That means 
SZ2 through to SZ4, although we doubt there’s going to be 
a Sport version. 

Depending on the model you select, available equipment 
includes daytime LED running lights, climate control, alloy 
wheels and of course electric windows. 

Touchscreen 

Those that must have the latest infotainment system will 
be interested in the 7” touchscreen system that is Apple 
CarPlay compatible via a USB lead. 

There’s no mention of Android Auto but the system does 
offer MirrorLink so you can display your apps on the touch¬ 
screen. 

Further highlights include an adaptive cruise control sys¬ 
tem that can alter the car’s speed to suit traffic and autono¬ 
mous braking too. This is a three stage system that works 
by alerting the driver, increasing braking force if they are 
already in use and applying the brakes if the middle pedal 
hasn’t been touched. Other safety features include ABS, six 
airbags, traction and stability control. 

Official figures are yet to be released but Suzuki are claim¬ 
ing the 1.2-litre mild hybrid should have carbon emissions 
of around 93g/km. 

Fuel economy has not been mentioned but should be 
competitive given the amount of carbon the Baleno looks 
likely to emit. This of course means free tax while features 
such as autonomous braking should mean insurance is low 
too. As for the warranty, this is a typical three year, 60,000 
mile affair. 

Some might think it a little odd that Suzuki seems to be 
competing with themselves by releasing a second car in the 
B segment supermini class. The truth of the matter is that 
the Swift and Baleno are different enough to ensure they are 
unlikely to steal sales from each other. 

While the Swift is a funky little city car, the Baleno is that 
little bit bigger and more mature.

The World Ladies Billiards and 
Snooker Limited (WLBS) was formed last year to en¬ 
courage participation from grassroots level and raise 
the profile of the women’s game, joining forces with 
the World Professional Billiards and Snooker Asso¬ 
ciation. 

Dudley’s world No. 1 - and Catalano’s close friend 

- Reanne Evans caused a stir last year when she 
pushed former world champion Ken Doherty in a 10-8 
loss in the qualifying event for last year’s world cham¬ 
pionships. And Hong Kong’s Ng On Yee will be in the 
qualifying tournament this time around.

sional Billiards and Snooker Association have taken 
us under their wing,” said Catalano, who plays on the 
local circuit for West Midlands Police in the Stour¬ 
bridge League and Woodfield in the West Midlands 
League. 

“The ladies’ game has struggled since it started, 
really. The women’s game needs more exposure 
and they seem to have big plans. The difference in 
prize money is crazy. For our world championships it 
was £1,500 for the winner last year - the men’s was 
£300,000.” 

For the time being Catalano has to be content with 
chasing the meagre offerings in tournaments around 
the country while working for the family business, 
Antonio’s Ice Cream. 

“I have never been able to take the game full-time 
because I have never had a sponsor,” she added. 

Her love of the game is obvious. “I was about five 


or six and I remember having a snooker table cake for 
my birthday,” she laughed. 

“Obviously my family were interested in the sport 
with Ronnie playing. I saw him doing well and earn¬ 
ing a few quid and thought I want to try that. We 
all used to watch it on the TV and I was a big Steve 
Davis fan.” 

While her friends were out and about, Catalano 
was chalking up the hours on the green baize. “I 
started to play at Brierley Hill Snooker Club and that 
was it. I played every single night. I fell in love with 
it straight away.” 

Even success on the American pool circuit failed to 
tempt her away. “I won the Florida State Champion¬ 
ships, which is a big event, and qualified for the US 
Open. But pool is not for me.” 

And Catalano, who beat her idol Davis in an exhibi¬ 
tion match last year and teamed up with Evans to de¬ 
feat Shaun Murphy and Mark Selby in a promotional 
event last month, has never felt out of place among 
male team-mates and opponents. 

A few tips from O’Sullivan helped along the way 
and the pair are still in regular contact. 

“He is just very special. I would say he is the best 
ever. I know he causes a bit of controversy now and 
again, but he is a genius.” 

Catalano will be cheering O’Sullivan on at the Cru¬ 
cible as usual, but for now is focused on her own shot 
at world glory after missing last year. 

“The ambition is still there and I am going to win 
it one day, definitely.”
